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The community school concept 
for town recreation was endorsed 
by the selectmen Monday night 
as they heard a preliminary re- 
port from the study committee. 

Richard Barney, chairman of 
the study committee, strongly 
recominended the appointment of 
a director for such a program, 
the person to be qualified for school 
and recreation programs tocreate 
an active involvement of the people 
of the community in programs to 
be conducted in neighborhood 
schools. 

The program would utilize the 
public school buildings in after- 
school hour programs. 

Barney said the director to be 
obtained by the town should have 
the ability to co-ordinate a pro- 
gram to involve all persons of the 
community, the young, the senior 
citizens, in family type recreation. 

The community school concept 
has been under study since late 
last year. It has had the co- 
operation of the school administra- 
tion in its examination. The study 
was initiated by Town Manager J. 
Maynard Austin in an effort to 
resolve a direction for the town’s 
recreation program. 

The report given Monday night 
is the first phase of the work to 
be performed by the committee. 
The second phase, which was also 
authorized by the selectmen 
Monday night, was to continue the 
work of the committee and add both 
the town manager and Supt. of 
Schools to its membership.

applicants for the director’s posi- 
tion, with the ultimate appoint- 
ment up to Town Manager Austin, 
with the approval of the selectmen. 

The subject of cost was dis- 
cussed briefly, with Barney ex- 
plaining that the committee had 
not gone into that phase of the 
program completely at this point. 

He did note, as far as vandalism 
is concerned, that custodians would 
be on duty at the schools, and Supt. 
of Schools Dr. Kenneth R, Seifert 
had informed the committee that 
the custodial staff had always been 
co-operative. 

Barney said he could see no 
immediate need for increased 
custodial staff for implementation 
of the program at this time. 

Basic to the success of the pro- 
gram is the use of human re- 
sources, Barnev and his colleagues 
pointed out. 

Voluntary leaders would be used 
to conduct the program, with the 


paid director co-ordinating the 


efforts. 

Dr. Albert Greenberg, chair- 
man of the finance committee, 
noted that such a program could 
give the town nine branch libraries, 
if such facilities were to remain 
open in the schools for the pro- 
gram.

Does Andover need an 
Opportunity School? 

Yes, say the high school and 
central administrators, the com- 
munity needs an_ alternative 
program for students whose 
inability to function in the normal 
mainstream makes them miss out 
as psychological dropouts and/or 
attention-consuming disturbances 
in the high school, 

The school administration this 
week is discouraged over the 
school committee’s ‘‘Yes, but’? 
response. 

‘‘Yes,’’ saidthe school commit- 
tee, in budget consideration of two 
faculty positions for a program to 
pull up to 50 identified students 
out of the regular program for a 
special counseling-basic 
academics-job placement pro- 
gram. Yes, BUT only if federal 
funding can be obtained to supply 
the other two personnel necessary 
for, the ‘‘school within a school.” 

The administration is 
discouraged because with the dif- 
ficulty in obtaining federal funding, 
the school committee motion may 
make it impossible to make even 
the modest beginning this year. 
School authorities consider a be- 
ginning essential, to the troubled 
minority for whom the Opportunity 
School is designed, and to the high 
school as a whole. 

Committeeman Dr. Frank 
Griggs sparked along and probably 
timely discussion when he voiced 
his reservations over the real 
need for the Opportunity School 
(‘Is it a phantom need?), over 
community support, over job pos- 
sibilities and whether enough ad- 
vance planning preceded the 
funding. 

Problems 


Assistant High School Principal 
Gerald Silverman reported that up 
to 50 students were already iden- 
tified as needing the program, 
with Superintendent Dr. Kenneth 
R. Seifert warning that it could 
turn out to be four times that. 

Anita Charpentier, the school’s 
health coordinator, told the 
meeting that she saw numbers of 
Andover youngsters at the Bon 
Secours Walk-In drug clinic, that 
drugs had moved into the junior 
high schools, and were now filter- 
ing into the elementary schools. 

‘I’m not talking about other 
communities, I’m talking about 
Andover. Andover has a rather 
severe drug problem, and Andover 
parents don’t want to talk about 
it.” 

Plans 

Guidance Director William Igoe 
reported that he already had the 
endorsement of the Greater Law- 
rence Chamber of Commerce, 
through its executive, James Ellis, 
to open doors for job placement 
when the Opportunity School is in 
operation, as well as Mass Em- 
ployment support. Silverman, who

is in charge of high school 
discipline, outlined plans for two 
specially qualified teachers funded 
by the town, and two more by 
hoped-for federal funding, to oper- 
ate and teach a ‘‘school within 
a school,’ by group or individual 
emotional counseling, teaching of 
academic basics, and job place- 
ment. The aim would be to help 
students to either reenter the high 
school mainstream, or prepare 
themselves in work and life skills 
for moving successfully into 
society. He emphasized that with- 
out a program that meets their 
needs, these sutdents constitute 
a major disturbance to the function 
of the regular program. 
Questions 

Griggs questioned whether 
‘‘segregating all the problems into 
one pack’’ would be therapeutic, 
but Seifert told him that this group 
already is isolated by its own 
inability or refusal to function-in 
the mainstream, and needs help of 
a special nature. Frank Hill, an 
articulate supporter of the plan, 
said that the school program does 
a good job of serving the large 
middle section of the spectrum of 
students, but the regular program 
has not been able to meet the needs 
at either extreme of the spectrum. 
Hill said the open campus commit- 
tee concludes a need for special 
programs for such students, to 
the benefit of the minority, and 
also for the majority educational 
program. 

FinCom head Dr. Albert Green- 
berg moved from skepticism to 
‘‘T would say there is a real need 
for a continuation program like 
that, that keeps us from dumping 
kids out into the street when they 
are unqualified to move _ into 
society.”’ 

Paradox 

The paradox of the evening was 
that Dr. Greenberg approved the 
concept, and Dr. Griggs seconded 
the motion to fund the program, 
contingent on federal funding, while 


Committeeman Hill, who had { 


argued down Griggs’ reservations, 
was the one whose motion put the 
federal ‘‘if’? into the program. 

According to Hill’s motion, the 
two Opportunity School positions 
from within the system (but not 
necessarily from within the 
present staff) will be funded, but 
if the matching federal funding 


does not come through, these funds 


will be turned back to the town, 
and the Opportunity School will be 
out of the picture for the year. 

Chairman William King indi- 
cated approval for the Opportunity 
School, Dr. Richard Katz, a strong 
proponent, told the meeting; ‘‘! 
can’t imagine our not trying to do 
something in this situation,’”’ yet 
he made it unanimous that the 
funding be contingent on federal 


funding. The strongest proponents § 


of the plan will not go ahead with 
it without the matching federal 
funds, which may not be forth- 
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coming. 

The answer to the paradox -- 
school committee concern over 
tight money. 

Assistant Principal Silverman 
conceded discouragement this 
week over the committee’s ‘‘yes, 
but.’? Silverman had just come 
out of another lengthy session with 
Health Coordinator Anita C harpen- 
tier and a student problem. He 
said that an enormous amount of 
teachers’ and administrators’ time 
is spent, not on the program for 
the majority of the students, but 
on the problems of students who 
are psychological dropouts from 
the program. 

**I’m discouraged because I know 
how hard it is to get the federal 
funds, and I know there’s trouble 
ahead if we don’t meet these prob- 
lems with a program. Saving a 
small amount of money now may 
cost the town a lot more, later.”

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Enthusiasm Runs High 
Over Trip To Russia 


Excitement and suspense are 
building up around the high school 
language department’s three-week 
Russian and East European trip 
-- although the trip won’t get 
under way until early June. 

The excitement is over a 
diplomatic and educational coup. 


The suspense? Whether the stu- 
dents, working together, will be 
able to raise enough money so 
that none of them will have to 
drop out because of costs. 

The trip? . Russian Teachers 
Michael Byrne and Dorothy Go- 
clowski plan to take 15 students 
to Moscow, to the czarist capital 
of Leningrad, then through the 
Russian countryside by train to 
the excavations of the 11th cen- 
tury Novgorod. After that, to 
Poland’s Krakow, Budapest, Hun- 
gary, and finally up the Danube to 
Vienna, Austria. 

The coup, that makes this trip 
unique as far as the elatedAndover 
Russian teachers know is this: the 
Andover students have _ been 
granted clearance through yards 
of red tape to go inside Russian 
and Polish schools, and invited 
to enjoy some social activities 
with the students of Moscow and 
Krakow. 

The effect on the students? 
Motivation so thick you could cut 
it with a knife. ‘*The students 
are gobbling up vocabulary as 
fast as I can give it to them, and 
asking for more vocabulary lists,”’ 
reports Mrs. Dorothy Goclowski. 
‘‘They want to be able to really 
talk with the Russian students.” 

Outside of class, the students’ 
motivation is for money-raising. 
Through the Russian Club, students 
are combining their efforts to 
raise enough money so that no 
student planning for the trip will 
have to drop out for lack of funds. 
The club has sold Christmas 
wreaths, held bake sales, sold 
candy bars and held dances, and 
has raised something under $300 
so far, but that’s not enough to 
help more than one student, so 
there’s a long way to go. 

This is because another unique 
feature of this Russian trip is 
less fortunate -- it costs more 
than the trips tothe West European 
countries, but the Russian Club is 
determined to stretch itself to meet 
the goal, knowing that the oppor- 
tunity for the trip, and particularly 
the special clearance to go inside 
the Slavic schools is unique. 

Preparation for the Russian-East 
European trip puts demands onthe 

students, as does any foreign trip 
that ‘‘Mrs. Go-go’’ has anything to 
do with. 

The Russian students, like 
Spanish students planning trips, 
must be willing to stay for after- 
noon sessions to learn monetary 
exchange, the social customs and 
do’s and don’ts, to make them 
considerate guests and good am- 
bassadors for the United States. 
There will be guest lecturers on 
history, customs and art. ‘‘In 
Leningrad, we’ll be going to the 
Hermitage, Russia’s famous art 
museum, and we will see the Winter 
Palace,’’? Byrne, the second year 
Russian teacher, noted. As part of 
the preparation, the trip group 
will soon go together to see the 
movie, ‘‘Nicholas andA lexandra’”’, 
and Mrs. Goclowski said that she 
also had plans for students to cook 
a Slavic meal together, and learn 
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Slavic songs. 

‘*The secret of a successful trip 
is preparation, learning about the 
country beforehand, and being 
welded together as a responsible 
group that all know each other and 
know what’s expected of thegroup. 
Then there are no problems of 
discipline, or knowing what’s ex- 
pected of them on the trip.”’ 

The teachers, who have spent 
hours writing letters, developing 
contacts and following them up, 
said they had the full cooperation 
and backing of the school adminis- 
tration for the educational trip, 
and also had excellent help from 
State Department people. Once in- 
side the Iron Curtain countries, 
their trip would be highly or- 
ganized, arranged by Intourist, the 
Soviet official travel agency, and 
Orbis, in East Europe. 

But the Byrne and Goclowski 
team, in the midst of arrangements 
for thetrip, are not distracted from 
the real point of the trip - the kids. 

‘‘We are tremendously proud of 
them, their motivation, the work 
they are willing to put into learning 
as much as they can to get ready, 
and the way all of them are work- 
ing together to try to raise money 
so that no one gets left out.’’

Five young women ambassadors 
from the Rosebud American Indian 
Reservation in South Dakota end 
a three week stay at Abbot Academy 
this Saturday. 

When they leave Abbot, Nedi 
Black Spotted Horse, Darlene 
Bordeaux, Mary Ellen Swift, 
Cheryl Compton and Krista Ever- 
son will take six Abbot students 
back to the reservation with them. 
This will initiate the second part 
of a unique domestic cultural 
exchange program between Amer- 
icans from the Rosebud Reserva- 
tion, most of them with a Sioux 
background, and Americans with a 
variety of heritages from a new 
England boarding school. 

Three weeks of study and travel 
in New England seem not to have 
disturbed the composure of the 
South Dakotan girls, who left on 
brief notice their homes incentral 
South Dakota, on a large reserva- 
tion near the Nebraska border. 

Most come from large families 
- several have nine to 15 in the 
family, and they come from amore 
open part of the country. 

Rapid City, S.D., the nearest 
center the size of Andover, is 200 
miles away, and it is called acity. 

But wider open spaces do not 
mean wild west stereotyped living 
conditions, Darlene laughed, 
shaking back her long dark hair as 
she told the other Indian girls that 
some of the Abbot girls who would 
go west with them wondered if the 
homes would have indoor plumbing. 
‘«They expected outhouses!”’ 

Dismantling preconceptions is 
part of the program of the Rose- 
bud Reservation cultural exchange 
that Abbot has undertaken in con- 
junction with Concord Academy, 
under the direction of the Inter- 
cultural Studies Group, which pro- 
motes relations between Indian 
and non-Indian Americans, prim- 
arily in New England. Project 
consultant for this exchange is 
Howard Bad Hand, a former Rose- 
bud resident, now a student at 
Dartmouth College. 

Howard Bad Hand has escorted 
the group in rally wagon from 
Northfield School to Concord, to 
Dartmouth College, which has a 
special recruiting program for 
American Indians, and to New 
York City for a large pow wow 
(Indian social). 

In this area, Abbot’s visiting 
ambassadors visited Andover High 
School, saw the Atlantic shoreline 
at Plum Island, did the early 
churches that are historic relics

of early American history - well, 
early relics of the European 
colonization of America, that is. 

Does this bother an Indian 
American?

The girls from Rosebud 
Reservation told the TOWNSMAN 
that Abbot Academy was the 
friendliest of the schools they 
visited, and Cheryl pronounced 
the stores in the town of Andover 
friendly and pleasant to shop in. 

Krista, whose father works for 
the Bureau of Indian Affairs, said 
she wants togo home, but she wants 
to stay, too. 

‘“‘The academics here at Abbot 
are good,’? Nedi Black Spotted 
Horse said, to general agreement 
but she will be glad to see her 
many sisters and her brothers 
again. < 

The trip west will be another 
adventure for eleventh graders 
Mary Clements, Mardi Hudson, 
and Libby Yoakum, and ninth grad- 
ers Nancy Brisson, Sam Howland 
and Meg Sturges. They will live 
with Indian families or in a school 
dormitory, attend either St. 
Francis Mission School or Todd 
Country High School. They will 
live and learn the culture of a 
strong American ethnic group in 
a small town in the west-central 
part of the continent, until March 
15, when they fly home for spring 
vacation. They have been advised 
to take mostly informal clothes 
and an open mind, to conduct 
their share of a living and learn- 
ing experience begun by Andover’s 
Rosebud Reservation visitors this 
month. All of them are learning 
to be ‘‘bridge people,” spanning 
cultures. id 

The exchange is one part of 
Abbot’s investigation in American 
culture which includes the Wash-

Head Lice. 


Problem 


Increases 


While there has been an increase 
in the incidence of head lice among 
public and private school children 
in the community, the condition is 
not considered serious. 

An increase in the incidence of 
the condition, a contagious one, has 
been noted over the past couple of 
years, according to school health 
authorities. 

The condition became more 
noticeable over the past two years, 
or since the appearance of loager 
hair styles, authorities report. 

While the problem exists, it is 
not one to be alarmed about, since 
it can be easily cared for. 

In the public schools, detection 
of head lice in a pupil results in 
his being sent home where he re- 
mains until the condition is cleared 
up and there is no presence of live 
lice. The child is then checked 
regularly by the health authori- 
ties. 

Transmission of the condition 
can take place through contact. 
Hats, combs, brushes can easily 
carry the condition from one child 
to another. 

If a child contracts the condition, 
it can be cured through use of 
pharmaceutically available sham- 
poos, and special combs. 

Laundering of clothing, sheets, 
and pillow cases is also recom- 
mended to insure complete relief 
of the problem.

spond to the national norm as far 
as drugs on campus is concerned, 


The acting headmaster feels that 


the administration in Andover, 
handles the problem well and that, 
if anything, the matter of drugs 
on campus is looked upon as less 
of a problem here than in other 
preparatory schools or college 
campuses. 


Admitting that the article was a 


‘matter of great concern,’’ Hyde 
said, ‘‘we never have all the in- 
formation we would like to have 
regarding such problems. 


‘*But I don’t think we are being 


buttonholed by this (the campus 
publication). We have taken action 
in cases of drugs and would take 
further action if sufficient evidence 
is provided of a boy selling drugs 
here.”’ 


‘We certainly don’t intend to 


maintain a sanctuary,’’ Hyde said. 


As for the newspaper article, 


Hyde said, it tended to dramatize 
a matter, but due to its anonymity 
and the manner in which the story 
was put together, it was difficult 
to derive any accurate sense from 
the item. 


Basically the article, more or 


less, states that some students had 
been selling drugs and that they had 
been obtained from Boston and 
Cambridge sources. 


In a sense, most people believe 
similar situations could be written 


about at average public or private 


schools throughout the country. 

It alludes to the drug users and 
sellers, plying their wares as a 
relief to the outside world, an 
escapism, but as Hyde states, its 
information is not firm. 

The acting headmaster states 
that it is possible for the adminis- 
tration to view the article in the 
light of the student body, ‘‘trying 
to tell us something,’’ in a feeling 
of what is going to be done about 
it. 


To this, Hyde responds that 
one youth has been dealt with 
after having been found with drugs 
and he is no longer on campus. 

The Phillipian staffhas a faculty 
advisor but academy policy is to 
allow the newspaper staff to pub- 
lish without prior censorship. 

In this particular case, Hyde, 
said that staff was questioned as 
to whether it felt the publishing of 
the article was good journalism. 
It has been admitted that there 
were some inaccuracies, Hyde said 
particularly in the introduction to 
the story, which commented onthe 
increase in drug use. This was 
based on the staff members ad- 
mitting that some of the informa- 
tion was from years back and not 
current situations. 

The acting headmaster said the 
school is concerned with two mat- 
ters principally, with regard to 
any drug problems, the health 
of the student and taking steps if 
any laws are broken. 

As for law enforcement, Hyde 
said that relations with Andover 
police are very good. He said 
periodic conferences are held 
with local police, one having been 
scheduled this past week. 

Campus vandalism has been of 
some concern in recent weeks, 
and such matters are always dis- 
cussed with local authorities. 

As for the article dealing with 
the drug matters on campus, Police 
Chief David L. Nicoll said he had 
seen it and turned it over to his 


detective division for their 
information.

High School English 


Course Has Electives 


The high school English depart- 
ment has thrown out its standard 
English courses for juniors and 
seniors, to offer a choice of 21 
elective courses instead, and 
frankly, it’s causing problems. 

The problem, according to new 
English Department chairman 
William Becker, is that more stu- 
dents now are taking English 
courses, and he has ateacher over- 
load problem, as a result of 
crowded classes. Students used 
to take the required course for 
their year, but now many are taking 
two, and some are taking three of 
the new English electives. 

It’s a load on teachers, who have 
new preparations for as many as 
three classes they are teaching 
for the first time, but Becker is 
confident of the teachers, andcon- 
fident that the move, planned before 
he came to the high school as de- 
partment head, is in the right 
direction. 

The new elective curriculum for 
upperclassmen was worked out 
in ateachers’ in-service workshop 
last year. For one thing, students 
are reading more, Becker states 
flatly. He explains that the cur- 
riculum change has switched the 
department almost completely to 
paperbacks from the traditional 
heavy anthologies, which are 
largely meade up of excerpts. 

When a student is assigned a 
work in The Recent American 
Novel, or Shakespeare Seminar, 
or Modern Creative Fantasy, he 
is generally expected to read the 
whole work, not an excerpt, as 
often in the anthology. Becker also 
thinks anthologies make for asec- 
ond rate course because the pub- 
lisher’s choice of inclusions tends 
to dictate and freeze the courses 
coatent, for economic reasons. 
Use of paperbacks gives the new 
English courses, and their teach- 
ers, more flexibility, a chance to 
change and grow, and a chance to 
use the books in more than one 
course, 

An English department member 
noted that motivation seems to be 
better in the electives; the students 
are there by choice, andthe teacher 
is likely to be teaching the course 


because of a real interest in the 
subjects. Becker adds that this 
semester, several students have 
chosen more advanted courses 
than they were advised to take, 
and seem to be thriving in them, 
given the opportunity of choice. 

Will the choices tend to leave 
students lopsided in their litera- 
ture background? Becker said that 
college bound students are in- 
formed that they need to take one 
or two survey courses from the 
list of 21 electives; he finds that 
students with strong special in- 
terests tend to take them in addi- 
tion to, not instead of, another 
elective, 

A surprise has been the unex- 
pectedly large number of students 
who have signed up for both the 
expository writing and creative 
writing electives. 

Becker feels elective courses 
can offer much to students with 
special interests, and to non col- 
lege-bound students in lifetime 
skills, in the television and media 
course, and others that offer train- 
ing in technical as well as creative 
aspects. 

Additions to the English elec- 
tives are expected, and Becker 
said that alternatives tothe sopho- 
more year are also planned, al- 
though testing, previous achieve- 
ment and faculty advice will be 
weighed in the choices. 

The Second Semester schedule 
of English electives includes; A 
Survey of English Literature; 
Recent American Novel; American 
Heritage; Current and Popular 
Prose; Modern Creative Fantasy; 
Creative Writing; Shakespeare Se- 
minar; Modern World Literature; 
Television and Media; Reader’s 
Choice; Co-op English; Expository 
Writing; Individualized Reading; 
Adolescent Hero; SpeechandCom- 
munication; Journalism; World 
Literature; The Art of Short Fic- 
tion; Dominant Ideas; Humanities, 
Parts I and Il and Contributions 
of Minority Groups.

Recreation 


The selectmen are in receipt of yet another report on 
the town’s recreation program. 

The report of the community school study committee 
was given to the board, along with the finance committee 
and other officials Monday night. 

It was received and endorsed as a solution to the town’s 
recreation ills, or desires. 

The basic recommendation is utilization of the town’s 
facilities to implement a recreation program for the town 
under a professional person who would co-ordinate the 
effort. ; 

It is well to consider the town’s resources, such as its 
$22 million worth of school buildings and properties, as 
being available for a community program. 

It is also commendable to count on the human resources 
of the town to assist such a program, as proposed. 

The one ingredient not mentioned in the committee’s re- 
port is one we consider most vital. 

Enthusiasm. 

So many times in the past decade, have varied recom- 
mendations been made to improve or implement a town- 
conducted recreation program. 

Proponents of various programs have presented their 
ideas, which have had momentary success, or until such 
time as the enthusiasm waned. 

Recreation programs have been bandied about for much 
too long in Andover. 

A full time department was created over a decade ago, 
and with it hopes for a varied program. It never really 
materialized. The major programs are still the same, the 
summer playgrounds and Pomp’s pond in the summer. 

Additional tennis courts and skating rinks have come 
about through the interests and support of those who have 
made use of the new facilities. 

This new proposal has the possibilities of answering 
many needs. 

Budget requirements may be more, but services will be 
amplified. 

Just as a thought, the concept produces the possibility 
of branch libraries throughout the town at no additional 
cost. : 

The formal report and recommendations are still to be 
presented to the town, although the recommendations have 
already been endorsed. 

It is hoped that this study will be the final one on re- 
creation for Andover. 

Implementation of the recommendations should be 
accompanied by a strong injection of lasting enthusiasm, 
coupled with pilot type programs in the town to determine 
once and for all the feasibility of the community school 
concept, could go a long way toward providing an ample 
solution to the town’s recreation program. 


Finally 


Andover’s high school will finally be community pro- 
perty, apparently. ; 

The new building on Shawsheen road has had its con- 
struction problems since way back in the 1960’s. It had 
difficult sledding in town meeting, even more difficulties 
as construction progressed and finally, even after occu- 
pancy, some legal ramifications between the town and the 
contractor. 

This week, the building committee, town manager, 
contractor and their legal representatives have appeared to 
have resolved all the problems with a balance of between 
$14,000 and $17,000 remaining to be paid on the project. 

Best news. comes from the $15,000 or so balance, which 
will be applied to the library. 

The money has been there for a while to complete 
supplying of the high school library. The funds, however, 
could not be touched, until such time as all contract agree- 
ments were met, and the proper balance determined, 

Now. it seems, that $15,000 will be available, much to 
the relief of the schools and the Finance Committee which 
has been haggling over the amount for a few years now, 

And, it appears the high school building is ours, at last. 

Now, all we have to do is pay for it, which we'll be doing 
until about 1986.

Rather than the two 


or three lines contained in the 


general budget presentation under the heading of Schools, 
there will be a more detailed listing. 

It will enable the townspeople to see first-hand exactly 
what various programs are costing the taxpayers. 

It is viewed as a continuing effort on the part of the 
school department to make the public completely aware of 
what is being done with the town’s most expensive munici- 


pal item. 


A year ago the schools took a rather severe beating at 
town meeting and when the dust had settled, administrators 
felt a communication gap was mainly responsible. 

In the months that have followed the administration and 
school committee have made every effort to bridge that gap. 

This latest move is commendable and a definite step 
toward having a completely informed public in Andover.

These are the two poles of 
opinion as moves to smooth the 
tortuous routes of divorce in 
Massachusetts are readied for 
lawmakers’ consideration. 

Three groups -- the Massachu- 
setts Bar Association, the Gov- 
ernor’s Advisory Council onHome 
and Family and the Boston Bar 
Association -- are filing bills 
which would let a couple end their 
marriage by mutual consent with- 
out having to cite, swap or manu- 
facture specific grounds. 

Spokesmen for all three factions 
reject the suggestion that they’re 
for ‘‘no-fault divorce.”’ 

“It?s two-fault, not no-fault,”’ 
says Home and Family Advisory 
Council chairman Marie W. Karg- 
man, ‘But if a couple has to 
prove one of them is at fault, 
they’ll become enemies.’’

But to Monroe Inker, a Boston 
attorney whose firm is said to 
handle more divorce cases than 
any other in the area, ‘‘divorce 
at will is a cop-out.’’ 

He ‘‘doesn’t trust judges to 
look out for the kids,’’ and says 
reformers should be more con- 
cerned with children’s welfare and 
with reconciliation efforts. 


Economic Bias? 

Stephen Howe, head ofthe Boston 
Bar Association’s family law com- 
mittee, feels the state’s divorce 
laws now discriminate against 
low and moderate-income couples 
while the rich can travel toNevada 
or Idaho and get a divorce in six 
weeks. 

For many, he says, the alterna- 
tives are either remaining stuck 
with a bad marriage or ‘‘telling 
a story’? of cruel and abusive 
treatment in Court. 

People are ‘‘forced into mis- 
statements by an intolerable.situa- 
tion,’? Mr. Howe claims as he 
argues for a ‘‘civilized way 
to terminate a dead marriage.’’ 

He’d like to see a judge be able 
to authorize a divorce if a hus- 
band adequately supports his 
family, and also favors a bill to 
reduce time to get a divorce on 
grounds of desertion from two 
years to one. 

Still convinced that easier di- 
vorce will undercut society’s 
‘*strength and fiber’? is Msgr. 
Daniel V. Harrington, presiding 
judge of the Boston Archdiocese 
tribunal which decides whether a 
marriage should be annulled inthe 
eyes of the Catholic Church. 

Msgr. Harrington will oppose 
the reform bills next month be- 
cause he’s convinced that ‘‘ society 
is based on the family, which 
depends on the institution of mar- 
riage.”’ 

So public welfare, he says, must 
‘*preempt the mere personal 
wishes”’ of a dissatisfied couple. 

He dismisses complaints that 
current laws encourage fraud and 
spark acrimony, saying the former 
instance is an unusual exception 
and that the latter state is the 
result of prelegal actions. 

Easier divorce, Msgr. Harring- 


ton concludes, would motivate 
couples to separate rather than 
seek counseling to help settle their 
differences. 

Mrs. Kargman and Suffolk 
County Probate Judge Edmund V. 
Keville both say that divorce was 
originally designed to punish 
people who couldn’t live together. 

But now, she says, ‘‘we trust 
people to make their own deci- 
sions about their ownlives. People 
aren’t helped by punishment. Our 
system ought not to be concerned 
with guilt but with counseling be- 
fore a divorce is necessary.” 

Judge Keville, after 17 years 
of observing what he calls the 
ever - increasing ‘‘divorce 
parade,’? says flatly that church 
efforts to protect the stability of 
marriage by strict divorce sta- 
tutes haven’t worked. 

**You can’t allocate fault in a 
broken marriage,’’ he’s con- 
vinced. 

‘*Now, people have to perjure 
themselves to free themselves. 
Judges don’t hear the real causes 
of a breakdown, 

‘*You can’t hang a dead marriage 
around someone’s neck. It’s high 
time we became _ realists; 
people have to continue to live.’’

To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN; 

Article 38 is interesting. It 
would prohibit use of salt to pre- 
vent car skidding. 

On the other hand the Office of 
Selectmen, through its official 
spokesman and as reported in 
the papers, says this objective is 
‘‘impossible.’? Between these ex- 
tremes of ‘‘no and yes’’ town 
meeting has been afforded an 
opportunity to compose a com- 
promise: Then, by resolution, 
instruct the Office of Selectmen. 

It is correct that continual 
salting shall blight rights of way. 
Especially is this true here in the 
Northeast where increasing acid 
content of rain, caused by pollu- 
tants, is adding to the salinity 
of land. As the town dump shall 
occupy ever more space if we do 
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not control it, so salt shall denude 
ever more land if we continue 
to use it without neutralization. 

It is suggested that experiment 


be made with lime. Mixed with 
the salt, or sprayed during warm 
and rainy winter weather into and 
along curbs and gutters it will 
be absorbed into the gound, as is 
the salt, and so neutralize it. Tho 
mixing lime with salt lessens the 
salt’s effect, in theory, my back- 
yard results reveal that quite a 
bit of lime can be mixed with the 
salt without reducing too much the 
melting ability of the salt. 

This method would have also 
the useful by-product of reducing 
rusting of car metal which, in 
itself, is worthwhile. 


Costwise it is remarkable that 
for 1970, the latest figure avail- 
able at the Library, excise taxes 
produced $758,337.25 for the town 
from car owners. Total highway 
costs for that year came to 
$359,850.00 of which about 
$50,000 was for sand and salt. 
Car owners are over paying their 
way by 100 percent in this area. 

Moreover, ‘no-fault’? car 
insurance is reducing county court 
costs substantially. It is assumed 
that some of the Selectmen are 
spending at least 12 hours a week 
at the county seat to see to it 
that money so saved is used to 
reduce county costs rather thanbe 
sidetracked to support other county 
activity. I’m hoping the Selectmen 
will have a report on this phase 
of their obligations for town 
meeting. Money so saved will, 
further enhance car owners’ in- 
come to the town. 


Article 38 is worth several hours 
of discussion at town meeting in 
order to arrive at a workable 
compromise. Such thoughtful 
articles imply that town meeting 
is not for those who mostly want 
to get it over with. 

Congratulations are due the 
sponsors of this article and, in 
the meantime, it is hoped that 
some of Andover’s resident chem- 
ists will have something to report 
at town meeting time.

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Woodwind section continued: 

The clarinet is a wooden (or 
metal) Cylindrically-bored instru- 
ment about two feet in length, 
with a narrow, slightly conical 
bell at one end and a gradual 
conical section at the other end 
into which the mouthpiece, con- 
taining a single reed, is inserted. 
This instrument is made 
acoustically in the keys of B-flat, 
sounding down two half tones, and 
A, sounding down three half tones 
from written C for the piano. A 
key mechanism enables the player 
to manipulate the opening and 
closing of the pads over the 
chromatic scale and trilling holes, 
The smooth, liquid tone of the 
clarinet is more varied in color 
than the oboe; it has something 
of the agility, coloratura effects, 
and brilliance of the flute. It 
has a great range of tonal volume, 
running the gamut from a soft 
whisper to a shrill sonority. Only 
the violin can equal the softly 
spun-out tones of the clarinet. 
Its lowest register, from about 
middle C’down, is called the 
‘‘chalumeau”’? register after an 
old prototype whose timbre it re- 
sembles - and is of a hauntingly 
rich quality of tone. There are 
generally three clarinets in the 
modern symphony orchestra, one 
of which may double on the bass 
clarinet. 


The sounding range for the 
ordinary R-flat or A Clarinet is 
about three and one half octaves, 
from D-1 (or C-Sharp-1 From 
the A instrument) to high A-F lat3 
(or C4) two and one half to three 
octaves about middle C, depending 
upon the skill of the performer. 

Often heard in orchestras as 
well as in bands is a high E- 
flat clarinet which sounds up one 
and one half steps with a sound- 
ing range from G-, to B-flat 3. 
Another type is the tenor clari- 
net in F, or Bassett-horn, which 
is infrequently heard, and sounds 
F-2 to C3. It is used in‘*Salome”’ 
by Richard Strauss. 

The ‘‘Bass clarinet’? in B-flat 
sounds an octave lower than the 
regular B-flat soprano-like in- 
strument. The music for the bass 
clarinet is written either in the 
treble clef (sounding down a ninth) 
or in the bass clef (sounding down 
a whole tone). The bass clarinet 
has a single reed and, except for 
the bell and the segment next to the 
reed ligature, it is cylindrical in 
bore. It has a sounding range of 
E-flat-2 or E-2 to F2 or G2, plus. 
The upper tones are rather thin, 
but the lower half of its range is 
extremely rich in timbre. It pro- 
vides a good bass for the wood- 
winds, often much better, though 
more conspicuous, than. the 
bassoons, and is an effective solo 
instrument.

Selectman Roger W. Collins sug- 
gested that the 45 day extension 
be included in the motion, granting 
service to Trombly, but if the 
necessary permits are not obtained 
within that time period, then Hud- 
son would get the license. 

This did not pass, nor did a 
suggestion by Town Counsel 
Fredric S, O’Brien that both car- 
riers be granted permits. As for 
the latter suggestion, Trombly said 
the D,P.U. would not grant permits 
to two firms for public safety 
reasons. 

Greenberg, Watters and Collins 
then approved the Hudson permit, 
with White opposed. 

John Cremens of the Hudson 
firm said that a hearing before the 
D.P.U. would probably take about 
60 days fer action before service 
could be initiated.
